IN PHILIPPINES

Common* 


That slavery in its most revolting 
forms—including the sale of little girls 
by their parents—exists in the Philip­ 
pine Islands is amply proved by an 
official report received by the bureau 
of insular affairs from W. M. Phipps, 
auditor for the civil government of 
the Philippine Islands. 


Mr. Phipps* report said in part: 
“1 have no hesitancy in saying that 
I think that the charges that slavery 
exists in the Philippine Islands are 
sustained.” 
* 


The report, which was called forth 
by the recent charges made by Dean 
Worcester, secretary of the Philippine 
commission, and filed with the war 
department several days ago, is based 
upon investigations 
conducted under 
the direction of the Philippine auditor 
by district auditors. 


It 
was 
accompanied by a list of 
names of sixty-seven persons held as 
slaves, some being held outright and 
some under the so-called “debt” sys­ 
tem, the fallacy of which is shown by 
the fact that some of the slaves so 
held are more than sixty years old and 
have been held by their present own­ 
ers since birth. 


Mr. Phipps, like Dean Worcester, 
says the market price for boys and 
girls is from $50 to $100, and adds that 
heads of families sometimes sell their 
daughters into slavery,, and regard the 
practice as one of their rights. 
The 
current: prices for slaves arc given as 
follows: 
Children, three years old, 
$30; children fourteen years and over, 
$<)(); adults, $100. 


“T ie almost universal report made 
to me by each person who has been

Phipps, "was that 
slavery in some 
form existed to his personal knowl­ 
edge; with a number it is a form of 
peonage, which is the most extensive 
form of slavery practiced here; with 
many others, it will be noted, it is the 
barter and sale of human beings by 
one person to another, who holds such 
person so sold to him in absolute sub­ 
jugation, and they perform duties and 
labor for him without compensation 
further than scanty clothing, and in 
many Instances indifferent food."

One investigator made this report: 
“There is a considerable 
traffic 
in

J personally have had a num­ 
ber of offers of this kind, and it Is a 
generally known fact that a large per­ 
centage of the Chinese who have Fill 
pino wives actually bought them at a 
stipulated price. A recent instance in 
which I was offered boys and girls for 
the small amount of 20 pesos, 30 pesos 
md 40 pesos ($10, $15 and $20), was 
in August of last year at Cebu. Peon­ 
age exists in all parts of the islands 
and in many instances amounts to 
slavery.” 


The report is now before Secretary 
of War Garrison, who is considering 
the renditions set forth and the rem 
edy to be applied.

Crazed Negro Slain by Employer. 
In a terrific hand-to-hand combat 
with a crazed and infuriated negro, 
arrned with an axe, which occurred 
in the garage of his residence, at 
2227 Eutaw Place, Baltimore, Mxi.f 
Charles G. Guth, former president of 
the Guth Chocolate Company, shot and 
mortally wounded his assailant. 


The negro, George Murphy, who had 
been Mr. Guth's chauffeur, died in 
the ambulance while oeing conveyed 
to St. Luke's Hospital. 


Mr. Guth was arrested and is being 
held pending an investigation by the 
police, 


For several days, according to Mr. 
Guth, Murphy had been acting strang 
ly. 
He was moody and insolent and 
had given little attention to his du­ 
ties. When Mr, Guth went to the gar- 
agxe to be driven in his car to his of­ 
fice, Murphy was still in a sullen and 
resentful mood. 
He responded Inso 
lently to his employer's orders and 
JMr. Guth rf mked his sharply. 


The rebuke seemed to inspire Mur* 


and made a mad rush for his employ- 
or. 
Mr. Guth managed to evade the 
attack and went back into the house 
aivi procured a revolver. 


While tnfdde his residence he tele­ 
phoned the facts to the northern po­ 
lice station and then went back to 
the garage. 


He had ju^t entered the garage when 
Murphy repeated his attack with the 
axe. 
Mr. Guth grappled 
with the 
chauffeur, at the same time menacing 
his assailant with his revolver. 


To and fro across the floor of the 
garage the men fought, 
Mr. Guth 
seeking to subdue Murphy without in­ 
flicting unnecessary iniuries 
Murphy 


was in & murderous rage, determined 
apparently to kill or be killed. 


Finally he wrested the weapon from 
Mr. Guth’s hands drew away and fired 
two shots, both of which wont wild. 


Mr. Guth again grappled with his 
assailant and after a long fight wrest­ 
ed the revolver from him. 
He then 
backed away and fired, 
the bullet 
striking Murphy just below the heart. 


White Slavers Sentenced. 


Murray I. Diggs, former State archi­ 
tect of California, was sentenced by 
Judge Van Fleet in the United States 
District Court in San Francisco, Cali­ 
fornia, to serve two years in the State 
penitentiary at San Quentin and to 
pay a fine of $2,000 for violation of the 
Mann white slave traffic act. 


F. Drew, Caminetti, son of the Uni­ 
ted States Commissioner of Immigra­ 
tion, was 
sentenced 
to 
eighteen 
months at San Quentin and to pay a 
fine of $1,500 for a similar offence. 


Diggs and Caminetti were convicted 
of white slavery as a result of their 
elopement to Reno, Nev., with Marsha 
Warrington and Lola Norris. 


A ten-day stay of execution was 
granted and for that period Diggs was 
admitted to bail in $15,000 and Cam­ 
inetti in $10,000. 
Meanwhile the de­ 
fence will perfect an appeal to the 
United States Court of Appeals. 


Caminetti, Diggs and the two girls 
fled to Reno March 10, were arrested, 
in Reno, March 14, brought back t<* 
Sacramento and the men wero re­ 
leased three days later on $10voo0 
bail. 
The case then hung fire until 
April 12, when Diggs and Caminetti 
were indicted. 


The prosecution lagged, but the case 
jumped suddenly into national noti- 
oriety when John L. McNab resigned 
as United States District Attorney,say­ 
ing, in an open letter to President 
Wilson, that political influence was be­ 
ing brought on the Attorney-General 
to prevent the cases from coming to 
trial. 
McNab's resignation was ac­ 
cepted, special prosecutors were nam­ 
ed and the trials began August 5.

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$650,000 Pearl Necklace Found. 


A mysterious package found in & 
street in London ws found to contala 
fifty-eight of the fifty-nine pearls com­ 
posing the $650,000 necklace that dis­ 
appeared mysteriously last July while 
in transit from Paris to London.

Then a round of 
well seasoned cottago cheese another 
slice of tomato and a small ball of 
cheese on top of that with a stuffed 
olive for a garnish.

Salad— Cut green peppers in halves, 
remove the seeds and white pulp. an«i 
fill with seasoned cream c h e e s e which 
has been softened with cream and sea­ 
soned with a bit of chopped 
chives.

TIMBER PINS TWO WOMEN. 


York, Sept, 21.—Jn a terrific wind and 
rain etorm here this evening, Mrs. Geo. 
Sipe and Mrs. Harry Shenk, who had 
sought shelter in a barn, were seriously 
injured and much damage to property 
occurred. 
The b a r n /to which the two 
women bfcd hurried when the storm 
broke, was blown down, and they were 
transfixed by a piece of timber, which 
entered Mrs. Shenk*s left arm and passed 
through into the abdomen of Mrs, Sipe 
coming out at her back. 
This pinned 
the two women together, and they were 
brought to the York hospital in an auto­ 
mobile. 


The accident of which Mrs. Sipe and 
Mrs. Shenk were made victims is one of 
the most peculiar with which the surgeons 
at the York hospital have ever been con­ 
fronted. 
The two women with Harry 
Sipe, of York, and Mrs. John Castle, of 
Goldsboro, were motoring i.i a Ford car 
The party was on the road near Yocum- 
town when the storm decended. 
To es­ 
cape exposure to rain and wind, Mr. Sipe 
brought the car to a standstill under the 
sheltering side of a large barn. 
It was 
just then that a violent gust of wind blew 
the roof off the barn and the dislodged 
timbers were hurled down upon the car 
and the occupants. 
A broken stick of 
tirfiber about Sh feet in length and nearly 
two inches thick was driven through the 
two women as above stated. 
The two 
injured women are sisters Despite the 
dangerous character of Mrs. Sipe’s wound 
her chance of recovery is considered to be 
good. 


The storm was the heaviest of the sum 
mer in this vicinity. 
Houses owned by 
William Harman, Jacob Kline and Har 
ry Shive, of New Freedom, were unroofed 
and barns on the farms of Conrad Ness, 
John Rutter and W. C. Throne were 
blown down, many other barns and build­ 
ings damaged, etc. 
A cow on the farm 
of W. C. Throne was carried 200 feet by 
the wind and hurled over a fence into, 
the road. 


With local celebrations from coast to 
coast all along the route of the Lincoln 
highway, on the night of Friday, Oct. 31, 
this great transcontinental thoroughfare 
through New Oxford will be dedicated.

posed, on the pump curb. He never spoke 
or regained consciousness before h i s 
death. Mr. Grancel passed his 80th birth­ 
day anniversary Thursday previous. 


Sylvia, the 22 year-old daughter of Mrs. 
George Davis, died at the emergency hos 
pital, at Warren, Pa , from the results of 
a doBe of anesthetic solution given her by 
mistake for medicine by a nurse. 
She 
had been in the hospital four days suffer­ 
ing from typhoid fever. 


It was a costly wrestling match that 
Frank Castano and Philip Taeto, of Ros- 
eto, had on a moving handcar on the Del­ 
aware Lackawana & Western Railroad, at 
Bangor. 
Both fell from the car, which 
fatally ran over the chest of Castano and 
injured Taeto. 


James A. Greene, one of the foremost 
voluteer firemen in Pennsylvania, corres­ 
ponding secretary of the State Volunteer 
Firemen’s Association, died at Carlisle af­ 
ter a general breakdown Saturday night, 
aged 80 years. 


George H. Bell, aged 51, a well-known 
retired merchant of Reading, died on a 
special car attached to the Pennsylvania 
train from a Saranac Lake sanitarium 
about 11:30. 
Mr. Bell had expressed a 
wish to come home to die.

• Walked Into Revolving Saw* 


Walking directly into a rapidly revolv­ 
ing saw at the farm of Edward Fornoy in 
Mt. Joy township, Thursday morning, 
John W. Benner, ex-County Commission­ 
er and well known resident of that town­ 
ship, was terribly cut at a number of plac­ 
es on his body and only saved from fatal 
injury by the stopping of the engine. 
The power was not shut off, however, be­ 
fore he had suffered the loss of three fin­ 
gers from his right hand and the bones of 
{he left forearm were sawed through re­ 
quiring the amputation of that member. 
It was also found necessary to take off the 
one knee cap. 


Mr. Benner was carrying off the boards 
from the mill which had been started 
about S o’clock to prepare lumber for a 
shed which Mr. Forney is building. 
Ho 
had carried away the first slab and was 
returning when, in some manner that has 
not been explained, ho stepped immrdi- 
ately in front of the revolving blade. The 
sharp teeth first struck his right knee, 
lacerating it badly. In trying to save him­ 
self, he put his right hand in front of the 
teeth and three fingers were cut off. 
His 
left arm was next caught, being cut almost 
entirely off when the saw passed through 
both bones. 
His brother, Edward Ben­ 
ner, rushed to his side and Mr. Forney 
stopped the engine. These two men, with 
several others, carried him to the house 
and Drs. Crouse ami Kohler, of Littles­ 
town, and Dr. Elliott, of Harney, were 
summoned 
He is 60 years of age. After 
the physicians had given preliminary at­ 
tention the injured man was removed to 
his home and there the left arm was am­ 
putated a short distance below the elbow, 
and the knee cap taken off. 


INJURIES FATAL. 


Mr. Benner died Thursday evening at 
9:30, aged 62 years and 8 months. An op­ 
eration was performed about noon during 
which his left arm, two fingers of his right 
hand and a knee cap were amputated. 
The operation lasted for two hours and 
Mr. Benner continued under the effects of 
the ether until his death, never recover­ 
ing consciousness. 
He was born in Mt. 
Joy township, and lived in that part of 
the county during his entire life. Thirty- 
six years ago he married Miss Mary Hes- 
son, daughter of Abram Hesson, of Har­ 
ney, and they went to housekeeping on 
the farm on which they resided until last 
spring when they moved to another farm 
in the same township. 
For several years 
he occupied the office of township Bchool 
director and for a number of years he was 
superintendent of the Sunday school at 
Mt. Joy church. 
Mr. Benner leaves his 
wife and two children, Mrs. Durboraw and 
Charles Benner, both of whom live on 
farms near his own, while his brother, 
Edward Benner, and his sister, Mrs. An­ 
drew Walker, live on farms immediately 
adjoining his own.

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Planing Mill and Contents Burned# 


The largest fire that Biglerville has wit­ 
nessed for many years occurred shortly 
betore 7 o’clock Sunday morning when 
the planing mill of Emory Lawver was 
burned to the ground with all tke con­ 
tents, entailing a loss of $8,000, Mr. Law­ 
ver carried $3500 insurance. 
That the 
fire did not consume several other build­ 
ings and a large quantity of lumber was 
due entirely to the quick and efficient 
work of the Biglerville fire company which 
was quickly on the scene and soon had 
several streams of water on the^ blase. 
The mill was seen to be doomed and ef 
forts were directed to save adjoining prop­ 
erty. 
In half an hour the fire was iinder 
control. 
It is supposed to have started in 
the boiler room where a quantity of shav­ 
ings and kindling were stored, Neigh­ 
bors saw smoke issuing from the building 
at 6:50 


On the one side of the mill is the frame 
building used as a shirt factory, on anoth­ 
er side are the lumber sheds containing 
between $4000 and $4500 worth of lumber 
while on another side are U. S. Klinefel- 
ter’s cooper and storage shops, 
With 
highly Inflammable buildings on three 
sides of the conflagration the fact that the 
blaze did no further damage is a high 
testimonial to Biglerville fire fighters 
With the planing mill there burned all 
the machinery, including a $1000 machine 
installed within the past few weeks for the 
manufacture of chicken coops. 
Some 
completed work was also destroyed along 
with much material Sunday afternoon 
the safe was taken out of the ruins and, 
after being sufficiently cooled, was open­ 
ed 
The contents were unharmed except 
for a ledger that was slightly damaged. 
A roll of bills was intact and carpe thru 
the fire without damage, 
Of his insur­ 
ance $1500 svas carried in the Mummas­ 
burg Insurance Company and $2000 in the 
Safety Mutual Company, of Lebanon.

POINTS OUT EVIL OF JARGON 


Using Hamlet’s Soliloquy as Example/ 
English Writer Makes His Point 


Cleverly, 


“Prose which was not prose“ was 
the definition given of “jargon“ by 
Sir A. Quiller-Couch, who chose thin 
as the subject of the lecture delivered 
recently at Cambridge, England, in 
his capacity of King Edward VII. pro­ 
fessor of English literature. 
There 
were, he said, two main vices of jar* 
gon. 
The first was that it used cir­ 
cumlocution rather than short, straight 
speech; and the second was that it 
habitually chose vague, woolly, 
ab­ 
stract nouns rather 
than 
concrete 
ones. 


To illustrate the ravages effected 
by jargon, the lecturer reconstructed 
the celebrated soliloquy of Hamlet. 
“To be or not to be,“ as follows: 


“To be, or the contrary? \Yhether 
the former or tho later be preferable 
would seem to admit of some differ­ 
ence of opinion, the answer in the 
present case being of an affirmative or 
of a negative character, according as 
to whether one elects on the one hand 
mentally to suiter the disfavor of for­ 
tune, albeit in an extreme degree, or 
on the other boldly to envisage ad 
verse conditions in the prospect oi 
eventually bringing them to a con­ 
clusion. 
The condition of sleep is sim­ 
ilar to, if not indistinguishable from, 
that of depth, and with the addition 
of finality the former might be con 
sidered identical with the latter, so 
that in this connection it might be ar­ 
gued with regard to sleep that, could 
the addition bo effected, a termina­ 
tion would be put to the endurance 
of a multiplicity of inconveniences, 
not to mentidn a number of downright 
evils, incidental to our fellow human* 
ity, and thus a consummation achieved 
of a most gratifying nature.“

Explosion at Dupont Powder Plant at 


Gibbstown, N. J., Causes Panic In 


Nearby Towns. 


Four men were killed and twenty 
were injurai tnrougu un explosion in 
the mixing house at the Gibbstown, 
N. J., plant of the Dupont Powder 
, pany.

The list of dead follows: Harry Van- 
neman, married, of Paulsboro; Hiram 
Feldman, single, of Gibbstown; Ste­ 
phen Damian, of Paulsboro; Michael 
GlufTund, of Paulsboro. 


Frank Pastime, another workman, 
was so badly injured that he is likely 
to die. 


So terrific was the explosion, the 
cause of which has not been deter­ 
mined, that windows in houses for fif­ 
teen miles around 
Gibbstown were 
shattered, dishes shaken from tables 
and dressers and pictures from off the 
walls. 


In Philadelphia, in the down town 
section, which is built over a strata 
of rock that extends across Now Je r­ 
sey, beneath the Delaware river and 
thence through »Delaware county—the 
shock was almost as severely felt. At 
the Philadelphia navy yard the concus­ 
sion caused the heavy compartment 
doors in several of the battleships to 
close. 


The four men killed were literally 
blown to pieces. 
The largest part of 
any of the bodies found was a foot, 
which was found upon the roof of the 
drying house, a quarter of a mile away 
from the scene of the explosion. 
A 
m an’s hand was found a half mile 
away in the middle of the road. Pieces 
of bodies were found in trees several 
hundred yards about the plant. 


Three of the men killed were inside 
the building, which was directly east 
of the main office, where about fifty 
persons were working. 
A clerk was 
looking out of the window at the time 
of the explosion, and saw Frank Pas­ 
time walking towards the building, and 
Hiram Feldman wheeling a barrel of 
oil into the mixing house. 


Suddenly he saw the building rise 
into the air with a terrific report and 
saw a cloud of du^t. 
The clerk was 
knocked across the room and out of a 
window. He fell unconscious. 


The 
mixing building, which was 
about 30 fet wide and 100 feet long, 
was barricaded on three sides by earth 
and timber, placed there so in case 
of an explosion the other buildingj 
would not catch fire. 


When the explosion came the fire 
whistle was sounded to warn the other 
employes to leave the buildings This 
'■was unnecessary, as all the employes 
-ran to the gate when the explosion 
»came, fearing another building might 
. catch fire or explode. 


The greatest excitement prevailed 
jn Paulsboro and Gibbstown when the 
residents heard the explosion. People 
ran into the streets and congregated 
,on thr corners. Several horses attach­ 
ed to delivery wagons ran away.

An Inquiry Shows tlie Custom 


is Gsneral.

That slavery in its most revolting 
forms—including the salo of little girls 
by their parents—exists in tho Philip- 
puie Islands is amply proved by an 
ollU'hil report received by the bureau 
or insular affairs from W. M, Phlpps, 
auditor lor the civil government of 
the Philippine Islands, 


Mr, Phlpps' report said in part: 
"I have no hesitancy in saying that 
I think that the charges that slavery 
exists in the Philippine Islands 
are 
sustained." 
, 


The report, which was called forth 
by the recent charges made by Dean 
Worcester, secretary of the Philippine 
commission, and filed with the war 
department several days ago, is based 
upon investigations 
conducted under 
the direction of the Philippine auditor 
by district auditors. 


It 
was 
accompanied by a list of 
names of sixty-seven persons held as 
slaves, some being held outright and 
some under the so-called "debt" sys- 
tem, the fallacy of which is shown by 
the fact that some of the slaves so 
held are more than sixty years old and 
have been held by their present own- 
ers since birth, 


Mr. Phipps, like Dean 
Worcester, 
says the market price for boys and 
girls is from $50 to $100, and adds that 
heads of families sometimes sell their 
daughters into slavery,, and rci;ard the 
practice as one of their rights. 
The 
current prices for slaves arc glvon as 
follows: 
Children, three years old, 
$30; children fourteen years and over, 
$f)0; adults, $100, 


•'Tl.e almost universal report made 
to me by each person who has been

Phipps, "was that 
slavery in some

Murray I. Dlggs, former State archi- 
tect of California, was sentenced by 
Judge Van Fleet in the United States 
District Court in San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia. to serve two years in the State

pay a flue of $2.000 for violation of the 
Mann white slave trafllc act. 


F. Drew, Caminetti, son of the Uni-

fine of $1,500 for a similar offence. 


Dlggs and Caminetti were convicted 
of white slavery as a result of their 
elopement to Reno, Nev., with Marsha 
Warrington and Lola Norrls.

granted and for that period Diggs waa 
admitted to ball In $16.000 and Cam- 
inetti in $10,000.

TIMBER PINS TWO WOMEN. 


York, Sept, 21.—In a terrific wind and 
rain storm here this evening, Mrs. Geo. 
Sipe and Mrs. Harry Shenk, who had 
sought shelter in a barn, were seriously 
injured and much damage to property 
occurred. 
The barn,'to which tho two 
women hUd hurried when the storm 
broke, was blown down, and they were 
transfixed by a piece of timber, which 
entered Mrs. Shenk's left arm and paeaed 
through into the abdomen of Mrs. Sipe 
coming out at her back. 
This pinned 
the two women together, and they were 
brought to the York hospital in au auto- 
mobile. 


The accident of which Mrs. Sipe and 
Mrs. Shenk were made victims is one of 
the most peculiar with which the surgeons 
at the York hospital have ever been con- 
fronted. 
The two women with Harry 
Sipe, of York, and Mrs. John Castle, of 
Goldfiboro, were motoring i.i a Ford car 
The party was on the road near Yocum- 
town when the storm decended. 
To es- 
cape exposure to rain and wind, Mr, Sipe 
brought the car to a standstill under the 
sheltering side of a large barn. 
It was 
just then that a violent gust of wind blew 
the roof off the barn and the dislodged 
timbers were hurled down upon the car 
and the occupants. 
A broken stick of 
tirfiber about Sh feet in length and nearly 
two inches thick was driven through the 
two women as above stated. 
The two 
injured women are sisters 
Despite the 
dangerous character of Mrs. Sipe's wound 
her chance of recovery is considered to be 
good. 


The storm was the heaviest of the sum 
mer in this vicinity. 
Houses owned by 
William Harman, Jacob Kline and Har 
ry Shive, of New Freedom, were unroofed 
and barns on the farms of Conrad Ness, 
John Rutter and W. 0. Throne were 
blown down, many other barns and build- 
ings damaged, etc. 
A cow on the farm 
of W. 0. Throne was carried 200 feet by 
the wind and hurled over a fence into 
the road.

• Walked Into Revolving; Saw. 


Walking directly into a rapidly revolv- 
ing saw at the farm of Edward Forney in 
Mt. Joy township, Thursday morning, 
John W. Benner, ex-County Commission- 
er and well known resident ot that town- 
ship. was terribly cut at a number of plac- 
es on his body and only saved from fatal 
injury by the stopping of the engine. 
The power was not shut off, however, be- 
fore he had suffered the loss of three fin- 
gers from hia right hand and the ttonesof 
{he left forearm were sawed through re- 
quiring the amputation of that member. 
It was also found necessary to take off the 
one knee cap. 


Mr. Bonner was carrying off the boards 
from the mill which had been started 
about 8 o'clock to prepare lumber for a 
shed which Mr. Forney is building. 
Ho 
had carried away the first slab and was 
returning when, in some manner that has 
not been explained, ho stepped immrdi- 
ately in front of the revolving blade. The 
sharp teeth first struck his right knee, 
lacerating it badly. In trying to save him- 
self, he put his right hand in front of the 
teeth and three fingers were cut off. 
His 
left arm was next caught, being cut almost 
entirely off when the saw passed through 
both bones. 
His brotlier, Edward Ben- 
ner, rushed to his side and Mr, Forney 
stopped the engine. These two men, with 
several others, carried him to the house 
and Drs, Crouse and Kohler, of Littles- 
town, and Dr. Elliott, of Harney, were 
summoned 
He is GO years of age. After 
the physicians had given preliminary at- 
tention the injured man was removed to 
his home and there the left arm was am- 
putated a short distance below the elbow, 
and the knee cap taken off. 


INJURIES FATAL. 


Mr, Benner died Thursday evening at 
9:30, aged 62 years and S months. An op- 
eration was performed about noon during 
which his left arm, two fingers of his right 
hand and a knee cap were amputated. 
The operation lasted for two hours and 
Mr. Benner continued under the effects of 
the ether until his death, never recover- 
ing consciousness. 
He w*as born in Mt. 
Joy township, and lived in that part of 
the county duriug his entire life. 
Thirty- 
six years ago he married Miss Mary Hes- 
son, daughter of Abram Hesson, of Har- 
ney, and they went to housekeeping on 
the farm on which they resided until last 
spring when they moved to another farm 
in the same township. 
For several years 
he occupied the oflice of township school 
director and for a number of years he was 
superintendent of the Sunday school at 
Mt. Joy chuTch. 
Mr. Benner leaves his 
wife and two children, Mrs. Durboraw and 
Gliarles Benner, both of whom live on 
farms near his own. while his brother, 
Edward Benner, and his sister, Mrs. An- 
drew Walker, live on farms immediately 
adjoining his own.

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Planing: Mill and Contents Burned. 


The largest fire that Biglerville has wit- 
nessed for many years occurred shortly 
belore 7 o'clock Sunday morning when 
the planing mill of Emory Lawver was 
burned to the ground with all tke con- 
tents, entailing a loss of 5^8,000. Mr. Law- 
ver carried ¡{i3500 insurance.

In half an hour the fire was under 
control. 
It is supposed to have started in 
the boiler room where a quantity of shav- 
ings and kindling were stored.

bore saw smoke issuing from the building 
at 6:50 


On the on*i side of the mill is the frame 
building used as a shirt factory, on anoth- 
er side are the lumber sheds containing 
between $4000 and $4500 worth of lumber 
while on another side are U. S. Klinefel- 
ter's cooper and storage shops. 
With 
highly Inflammable buildings on three 
sides of the conflagration the fact that the 
blaze did no further damage is a high 
testimonial to Biglerville 
fire 
fighters 
With the planing mill there burned all 
the machinery, including a §1000 machine 
installed within the past few weeks for the 
manufacture of chicken coops. 
Some 
completed work was also destroyed along 
with much material 
Sunday afternoon 
the safe was taken out of the ruins and, 
after being sujiiciently cooled, was open- 
ed 
The contents were unharmed except 
for a ledger that was slightly damaged, 
A roll of bills was intact and caq^e thru 
the fire without damage. 
Of his insur- 
ance §1500 was carried in the Mummas- 
burg Insurance Company and $>2000 in the 
Safety Mutual Company, of Lebanon.

"Prose which was not prose" waa 
the definition given of "jargon" by 
Sir A. Quiller-Couch, who chose thin 
as the subject of the lecture delivered 
recently at Cambridge. England, in 
his capacity of King Edward VII. pro- 
fessor of English literature. 
There 
were, he said, two main vices of jap 
gon. 
The first was that it used cir- 
cumlocution rather than short, straight 
speech; and the second was that it 
habitually chose vague, woolly, 
ab- 
stract nouns rather 
than 
concrete 
ones. 


To illustrate the ravages effected 
by jargon, the lecturer reconstructed 
the celebrated soliloquy of Hamlet. 
"To be or not to be." as follows: 


"To be, or the contrary? 
\Vhether 
the former or the later be preferable 
would seem to admit of some differ 
ence of opinion, the answer in the 
present case being of an affirmative or 
of a negative character, according ae 
to Avhether one elects on the one hand 
mentally to suffer the disfavor of for- 
tune, albeit in an extreme degree, or 
on the other boldly to envisage ad 
verse conditions in the prospect ol 
eventually bringing them to a con- 
clusion. 
The condition of sleep is sim- 
ilar to, if not indistinguishable from, 
that of depth, and with the addition 
of finality the former might be con 
sidered identical with the latter, so 
that in this connection it might be ar- 
gued M'ith regard to sleep that, could 
the addition bo effected, a termina- 
tion would be put to the endurance 
of a multiplicity of 
inconveniences, 
not to mentio'n a number of downright 
evils, incidental to our fellow human- 
ity, and thus a consummation achieved 
of a most gratjfying nature." 


That, said Sir Arthur, was jargon, 
and to write jargon was to be per- 
petually shuffllDg around in the fog 
and cotton wool of abstract terms.

»h is sixteen miles below Camdon 
Av . severely felt in the latter city and

slightly less in South Philadel- 
PL. 
and the river side of Delaware 
county. 


The list of dead follows: Harry Van- 
neman» married, of Paulsboro; Hiram 
Feldman, single, of Gibbstown; 
Ste- 
phen Damian. of Paulsboro; 
Michael 
Gluffund, of Paulsboro. 


Frank Pastime, another 
workman, 
•was so badly injured that he is likely 
to die. 


So terrific was the explosion, the 
cause of which has not been deter- 
mined, that windows in houses for fif- 
teen miles around 
Gibbstown 
were 
fihattered, 
dishes shaken from tables 
and dressers and pictures from off the 
walls. 


In Philadelphia, in the down town 
section, which is built over a strata 
of rock that extends across Now Jer- 
sey, beneath the Delaware river and 
thence through »Delaware cuunty—the 
shock was almost as severely felt. At 
the Philadelphia navy yard the concus- 
sion caused the heavy 
compartment 
doors in several of the battleships to 
close. 


The four men killed were liierally 
blown to pieces. 
The largest part of 
any of the bodies found was a foot, 
which was found upon the roof of the 
drying house, a quarter of a mile away 
from the scene of the explosion. 
A 
man's hand was found a half mile 
away in the middle of the road. Piecei 
of bodies were found in trees several 
hundred yards about the plant. 


Three of the men killed were inside 
the building, which v.'as directly east 
of the main office, where about fifty 
persons were working. 
A clerk was 
looking out of the window at the time 
of the explosion, and saw Frank Pas- 
time walking towards the building, and 
Hiram Feldman wheeling a barrel of 
oil into the mixing house. 


Suddenly he saw the building rise 
into the air with a terrific report and 
saw a cloud of du^t. 
The clerk was 
knocked across the room and out of a 
window. He fell unconscious. 


The 
mixing building, which 
was 
about 30 fet wide and 100 feet long, 
was barricaded on three sides by earth 
and timber, placed there so in case 
of an explosion the other buildins:J 
would not catch fire. 


When the explosion came the fire 
whistle was sounded to warn the other 
employes to leave the buildings 
This 
^'Was unnecessary, as all the employes 
ran to the gate when the explosion 
.came, fearing another building might 
. catch fire or explode. 


The greatest excitement 
prevailed 
ja Paulsboro and Gibbstown when the 
residents heard the explosion. People 
ran into the streets and consregaied 
,on the corners. Several horses attach- 
ed to delivery wnf;ons ran away. 


Some one turned in a fire alarm. 
' The phv^icians of 
the two 
towns 
jumped into their carriages or raotor.^ 
And dro\i> to the scene of the accident. 
Several women bcciune hysterical and 
fainted. 
One woman fainted in the 
mifldle o the street directly In front 
of n niij'.way team. She was dragged 
.to s a f e t y by a fifteen-year-old boy.
